THE LATE MR. A. 
MACKENZIE. 


Memorial Sermon at 
Union Church. 


Preaching at the Union Church 
yesterday morning, the Rev. J. 
Kirk Maconachie, in « spacial 
sermon, referred to the late Mr. 
Alexander Mackenzie, whose 
death was chronicled fast week. 
The preacher took as his tex: 
Nehemiah, c.7, v2. “He was 
a faithfel man and feared God 
above many.” ‘ 

fn the coarse of his address, 
the preacher said that that morn- 
ing th-re was in all their minds a 
akeen ‘sense of the. loss which 
the commanity and the Union 
Courch had sastained through 
the death of one whosea-uprigat 
life ana steadfast character bad 
long been known and honoured 
among them. The. words ct his 
text summed up most aptly, 
he believed, the impression 
feft in the mings of his fellow 
citizens at the close of these 
many years. There was nothing 
overstraiced in applying. the text 
to Mr. Alexander Mackerzie: 
it was true and crystalis- 
ed what was said of him—the 
common report, fully ratified by 
the verdict of intimates. . . 

Twenty-fire and a half years 
ago..the preacher continued, Mr. 
Mackenzie came to Hongkong to 
represent the firm in whuse 
services he had already spent 
many years, whose confidence 
be enjoyed and whose inter- 
ests bad remained in his 
bands all” that long period. 
Diligently be went aboot his 
business, without ostentation, 
witbont slackness, without lapse, 
from high traditions of probity 
and straigbtforwardness, which 
were the strength and pride of 
British commerce. Insll relation- 
ships he showed himself a man 
apon whom’ reliance could be 
placed and what he undertook he 
did well and punctually, with a 
good. heart and without self- 
display. , 

The Rev. Maconachie referred 
to the late Mr. Mackenzie's good 
work in connection with the 
Union Church, which he joined on 
his arrival in the Colony. "Such 
characters, as these, ssid the 
preacher, were a strength to any 
community and‘to any charch. 
They were for too common, but 
the speaker would much misre- 
present the spirit of bis friend if 
be seemed to speak of them and 
therefore of bim as wholly 
exceptionsl. The prescher had 
found them in every cbarch he 
had bad to do with an unfailing 
help while they were-with them 
aod a lasting inspiration when 
their services here were finished 
and it was said to them, “Well 
done, guod and faithful servant, 
enter thou {nto the joy of thy

ing or saying.” This abbey is also 
the traditional scene of the. 
romantic legend of - Blanche 
Heriot. To save her lover, 
Warwick, “the King-maker's 
nephew, condemned to die at 
sunset, she climbed tbe tower and 
held the clapper of the curfew 
bell, determined that’ “curfew 
shall not ring to-night.”

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‘ ‘THE PROBLEM OF 
DISARMAMENT. 


‘Replies to L. 0. N. Appeal. 


Only seven of the $6 nations 
that have answered the appeal of 
the League of Nations for ap 
agreement to keep the military 
and naval expenditure budgets 
for the next two years within the 
appropriations for the current 
year have replied in the negative, 
saya an official report from Gen- 
ava received and made public here. 
to-night by tha League of Nations 
Naws Bnreavu. They are South 
Africa, Brazil, France, Fiolaad, 
Poland, Greeco ant Jugoslavia. 

Theso seven states tho report 
explaing, all agree heartily to 
the general principle of limiting 
armaments. — 

Reservations accompany almost 
every one of the affirmative 
answers, it adds, declaring that 
the main reservation, which 
occurs in almost every answer, 
emphasizes the impossibility for 
any one mation ro lead the way 
to disarmament without tegard 
to what is done by other nations. 

Two Governments, Austria and 
Bulgaria, answer thac the ques- 
tion has been settled for them 
by the peace treaties, which 
regulate the extent of their defqa- 
sive establiahments. 

“Fourteen Governments,” the 
report continues, “accept the 
prop sitioc with only such 
conditions as bave been indiz 
above. These are; Bolivis, Ct 
Goatemsla. australia, Canada, 
Belgium, ‘Great Britain, New 
Zealand, India, Italy, Holland, 
Chile, Denmark and Sorway.: 

THREE ANSWERS EVASIVE. 

“Spair, Japan and Rumania 
have given evasive answers, the 
spirit of which, however, indicates 
pamistakable agreement with 
the purpose of the appeal. 
Rumania agrees in practice, but 
points to the precariousness of 
its present situation in regard to 
Russia. Spain agrees alco, but 
points‘out the uncertainty of the 
badget ag a measure of the extent 
of armaments.” ° : 

Japan, while expressing a desire 
that there should be an agree- 
ment on limitation of armaments, 
ported out, the report ssys, that 
in view of the fact that the council 
of the League was studying dis- 
armament plang, it did not beliero 
it advisable to take any action on 
the recommendation of the 
Assembly until these plans bed 
been complated: South Africa set 
forth that its sudden acquisition 
of international status and the 
presence of a largenative popole- 
tion made it impossible to deter- 
inine what its defensive require- 
ments for the next few years 
weuld be.. 

Brazil reported that while the 
warenabled most other govern- 
ments’ to perfect their nstional 
defense, financial conditions 
forced Brazil to let its defensiva 
measures fal] so far behind that 
they" bave become inade- 
quate to meet the requirements 
of the country. “ 

GREECE NOW AT WAR, 

Finlacd, Poland and Jugoslavia 
declared that uncertain conditions 
in neighbouring territories prevent 
them from giving any definite 
promise for the immediate fature, 
while Greece called attention to 
ita actos! engagement in war 
with Turkey. 

Twenty-two governments had 
not yat answered by August 22. 
The three most inrportant of these 
were Czecho-Slovakis, Sweden 
and Switzerland, all of which, the 
report asserts, are known to be ia 
thorough sympstby with the 
disarmament ides.

DISARMAMENT. | 


The impending gathering at Washington. so far as it 
relates to combatant forces. has been often referred to as 
the Disarmament Conference. This is a misuomer, and it 


is as well that the fart should be quite clearly understood. | 


As Mr. Hughes -the American Secretary of State. or. as we 
‘should sav. Foreign Secretary—frankly declared. ~It 
will not be a disarmament conterence. bul a conference on 
restriction of armament—quite a different thing.” Pres- 
ident Harding has gone to the length of saying that 
actual disarmament’ might do more hari than good, and 
the existing world conditions lead a certain support to 
this contention. which at first has such a discouraging and 
forbidding appearance. But if actual disarmament—ic.. 
a dismantling of sbips and weapons before their normal 
- period. with dimisution of personnt—is not at the present 
stage feasible. there remains abundant scope for the Con- 
ference. as the most cursoty glance at last year’s Budgets 
will reveal. That the Conference will effect huge “ cuts” 
in the next and future naval appropriations (apparently 
the military branch is not to be seriously discussed) is the 
chief hope, assuming that Powers cannot agree to a period 
of complete suspension. . woo . 
Jt was with some surprise that we read an article by 

Mr. Mark sullivan. the political correspondent of one of 
“the oldest and most sober of American journals, to the 

“effect tbat one danger to the Conference is the 
misunderstanding of the United States attitude. and 
the nature of the misunderstanding which Mr. Sullivan 
attributes to the other Powers makes his assertion still 
more astonishing. The writer. quoted states that * some 
foreign statestnen seem to have acquired the very regret- 
table view that America is so strongly in favour of re- 
duction that she will reduce anyhow,” and that other 
nations can have the beuefit of this reduction without 
-entering into apy agreement to reduce also. Mr. Sullivan 

. would have America’s’ representatives give as reply to 
any who hold this impression: ~ Lull steam ahead and 
see who goes broke first.” ; 

. If there be any Powers which harbour the view thus 
. assigned .to them. such a warning might well have a 
salutary effect: but itis dificult to suppose that anybody 
credits the United States with the extreme -pacificisw 
mentioned. Her prodigious naval progfaiomes since 1917 
exclude any such idea. The world has rather come round 
to the opposite view that America has been not so much 

_ the peace-maker as the pace-maker: nor, while everybody 
is ready to give Uncle sam a full meed of praise for 
organising the Conference, have there been indications 
that the U.S. Administration bas since become .so obsessed 
with pacific intentions as to lead to the conclusion named. 
Perhaps some distinction should be drawn between Gov- 
ernment and people. The latter,at any rate considerable 
sections, have certainly manifested of: late a marked 
tendency towards a large modification in armaments. 
Having got this misapprehension out of the way, we may 

_ turn with some hope to the prospect of -practical co-oper- 
ation in the desired aim. It is reported from Washington 
that the U.S. delegates have prepared a definite scheme for 
fer-reaching reduction, no. doubt weaning modification in 
respect of future programmes. - Particulars will be await- 

ed-with profound-interest, but.tae general idea. seems to be 
on the right lines. We trust that the proposal .will bea 
some—approximation—t - : 
suspension during.a trial. period. -

The money: should 
be paid’ by the 28th. of. each 
month. Thursday was tha 3ni— 
or, inother words six Jars behind 
time. Some listle time before the 
boat was due to start a police 
officer went aboard and told the 
Captain that the guards (who 
come under the Folica Depart- 
ment) would have to be takea 
off.ship as their wages hat not 
been paid by the owners. 
The master at once 
out tha compradare who 
in turn went to the Company's 
office and explained matters. [t 
wasn’s’ many minutes before the 
compradore gotthe $]50necessary 
toclearthe bill, But, oh no, tne 
police officer couldn't handle the 
moneys; it was oothing todo with 
him. it would have to be paid into 
the Treasury. The Captain point- 
ed out that ho couldn't sail with- 
aut guards, otherwise he would 
be charged for breaking the 
Piracy Prevention Ordinance.

Postal Rates. 


Of late there have been 
announced several small revisions 
in our local posta) rates andin 
Saturday's Government Guzelle, 
the Colony was informed that on 
parcets being posted to a whole 
bos: of places certain. revised 
rates of postage will be iorpased. 
A little while back the postage oa 
letters to many destinations was 
revised, and the Government has 
imposed these various revisions 
ia manner which has’ made it. 
fairly dificult to ascertain just 
how much difference bas been 
made. We. previously vuiced a 
protest against the raising of 
postal rates at Home and the 
arguments we then used apply 
with equal force to what is now 
being. carried out by our 
own Government. So long as 
cheap postage can be given it 
should be jealous!s guarded, both 
the matter of letters and of parcels. 
It is of inestixable value to the 
business man and the postal ser- 
vice is one of the finest dissemina- 
tors of information and knowledge. 
On turning up the financial state- 
ment of the Colony up to the end 
of July this year we fiod that the 
exp:nditure under the heading of 
Pott Office was $31,583 whist the 
incoma was $43,806, or a profit on 


the seven monsths’ working of 


$12,024. On the year we shall, 
therefore, make a profit of about 
$20,000 on our Post Office and we 
think that is a fair sum for e Col- 
ony thd size of Hongkong.. Buton 
looking up the estimated expend- 
iture for next year we find that 
owing to the fall in exchange our 
share of the mail subsidy will 
cost about $80,000 instead of 
$60,000 and, also. because a larger 
pumbert of mails sre being sent 
by uon-contract vessels, Transit 
Charges are estimated to smount 
to $50,000 as against the $30,000 
for this year. That is & pretty 
big incresse in expenditure, 
though wecannot help remember- 
fing that. when: exchange went 
high we dida’t get any cheaper 
postage.

At about S pm. to-day another 
great fire broke out in a cinema- 
tograph theatve in the Sup Pat Po, 
North Section, Sai Kwan (Western 
:Subarb). Over 200 houses hare 
, bean gutted. 
The Gre is still‘burning at time 
pet telegraphing. 


Later. 

The fire was extinguished at 
S p.m. .About 220 houses have 
bese burned down. 


A Terrific Blaze. 

Hongk:ng people who were in 
Canton for the week-end mve us 
some further particulars of the ter- 
vifie blaze. it extended across 
several streets, the Fock Tak lane, 
| Sup Sar Po and Sup Pat Po 
North. They estimate that be 
tween 200 and 300 houses were 
dastroyed, but they contradict a 
report that ten lives were lost. 
There were no fatalities. A 
strong northerly wind helped the 
flames, and the efforts cf the fire- 
fighters were nullified by lack of 
pressure. The wind changed 
later, helping the work consider- 
ably. The outbreak was not sub- 
dued until 2 am, on Sunday. 


Started in a Printing Shop. 

We are advised that the fire 
started in a printing shop in Sup 
Pat Po Central. next to Sincere’s 
brar.ch shop, which was complete 
ly destreyed. The flames broke 
through the back of the Men Chee 
Cinema Theatre; there was no per- 
formance on there at the time. The 
attendants at the theatre had time 
to remove much of the property in- 
side, even to the cinema machine 
and the fans, and not more than 
31,000 worth of fittings were Icst. 
Another theatre, the Kwong Chau, 
was also burned. 


_ Peculiar Effects. 

The Kwong Chau Theatre wa3 a 
new and imposing building of 
seven storeys. It was gutted, but 
the facade remains standing over 
the ruins, a most extraordinary 
sight. It is better known as the 
Cantcn Theatre, or, Sang Sarg 
building: it has not been operating 
for some time. In the Sup Pat 
Po the fire was stopped at one side 
of the street against s firewood 
shcp and at the other side against 
a coffin shop 

Incendlarism Rife.
